I recently read an article about compliance with Homeland Security standards for identification 
to board an airplane in the future. Typically a valid driver license or state ID was sufficient. 
However, some states do not comply with Homeland Security Standards and will no longer be 
sufficient ID. 








I understand that five state are near a deadline to ask for an extension. I also understand that 
nineteen states have requested and received an extension to October 10, 2016 to come into 
compliance. I am a resident in one of the nineteen states given the extension: Michigan. 

Michigan has a driver license program with two levels of verification: a.) Standard and b.) 
Enhanced. 

The Enhanced program requires that information be sent by the State to the Office of Homeland 
Security for review, verification and acceptance. The Enhanced Michigan Driver License is 
sufficient ID to make a land crossing at the US-Canada border. It is fully acceptable to the 
Immigration Staff at Windsor/Detroit and Sarnia/Port Huron. 

Given that Homeland Security has approved this Enhanced Driver License (It takes 3-4 weeks 
to obtain one at a higher fee), will the Michigan Enhanced Driver License also be refused as 
insufficient to board an airline flight after October 10, 2016. Or was the Homeland Security 
Review and acceptance sufficient ID to allow boarding.

I noted that the DHS is going to start phased enforcement of the REAL ID Act 
( http://www.dhs. tzov/real-id-enforcement-brief#) . 

My primary questions is: Can truck drivers without a REAL ID Act compliant state 
issued identification enter ports or other federally regulated areas overseen by TSA 
and/or DHS to make pick-ups or deliveries using non-compliant REAL ID Act state 
issued Commercial Driver's Licenses (CDL's). 

Currently, some drivers get a Transportation Worker Identification Credential (TWIC) 
which allows them direct entry to ports or other federally controlled areas. However, 
some drivers (and my company) pay a TWIC certified driver service to strictly supervise 
and guide the truck drivers while in the port or other federally regulated area for their 
pickups or deliveries. 

Further question: If a TWIC card was issued based on a non-compliant REAL ID Act 
issued state CDL, will that TWIC card be valid after the new phased enforcement of the 
REAL ID Act for entry into a port or federally regulated area? 

Last question: Will services such as the one my company uses, where a TWIC certified 
driver service supervises a non-TWIC CDL driver while making deliveries or pickups at 
ports or other federally regulated areas, be allowed to accept non-compliant REAL ID 
Act state issued CDL's as proof of personal identification? 

Any help you can give me answering these questions would be greatly appreciated.
